DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a 371 of PCT/JP04/12508. 

The amendment filed on July 24, 2008, amending claims 1-2 and canceling 
claims 3-4 and 12-18, has been entered. 

Claims 1-2 and 5-11 are pending. Claims 5-11 are withdrawn. Claims 1-2 are 
under consideration. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-2 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in MPEP § 821 .04, claims 5-1 1 , directed to a nonelected product claim that 
requires all the limitations of the allowable product claim and nonelected process claim 
that requires all the limitations of the allowable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because a claimed invention previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 
CFR 1.142 has been rejoined, the restriction requirement among groups I and 
groups lll-V as set forth in the Office action mailed on December 26, 2007 is 
hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
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the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 
35U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 1215, 170 
USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on July 24, 2008 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on July 24, 2008, have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome some of the rejections 
previously applied. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

In view of the cancellation of claim 4, the objection to claim 4 has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

In view of the amendment/cancellation of claims 1-2 and 4, the rejection of claims 
1-2 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 101, as being drawn to non-statutory subject matter has 
been withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112- 2 nd paragraph 

In view of the amendment/cancellation of claims 1-2 and 4, the rejection of claims 
1-2 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112- 1 st paragraph 

In view of the amendment/cancellation of claims 1-2 and 4, the rejection of 
claims 1-2 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement, has been withdrawn. 

In view of the amendment/cancellation of claims 1-2 and 4, the rejection of claims 
1 -2 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement 
requirement, has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-2 and 4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sode et al. (US Patent No. 6,103,509) and Takeshima et al. 

In view of the amendment/cancellation of claims 1-2 and 4, the rejections have 
been withdrawn. 
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Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on September 16, 2008 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of 10/445,789 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2 and 5-1 1 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement for allowance. The Examiner has 
found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to a modified PQQGDH 
consisting of the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:1 except that the glutamine at 
position 168 and the leucine at position 169 are substituted with another amino acid. 
Therefore, claims 1-2 and 5-1 1 are allowable over the prior art.
